PIONEER DYING 


Julia Reinhardt Nearing End 
in Dire Poverty 


Actress Remembers Days of 
Great Stage Stars 


Joined Henry Ward Beecher 
in Fight for Vote

NEW YORK, Aug. 18. — In a 
narrow bedroom at 29 West Thir- 
ty-seventh street, which is filled 
by day with the sound of steam 
hammers and the horns and sirens 
of auto trucks and by night with 
jazzed Russian music, sounds and 
yells from a Russian restaurant 
two doors distant, Mrs. Julia Rein- 
hardt, 80 years of age, actress and 
advocate of woman suffrage, 
touched fingers with life and, with 
bitterness born of dire poverty, 
turned away to die. :

CUT SALARY 


State University’s New 
System Will Reduce Pay 5 
Per Cent 


(RXCIASIVE DISPATCH) 

AN FRANCISCO, Aug. 18.— 
Members of the faculty of the 
University of California will re- 
ceive a cut in salaries of approxi- 
mately 6 per cent as a result of 
inauguration of a new system of 
providing for pensions, according 
to President W. W. Campbell, who 
announces the new system now ef- 
fective. 

The new scheme was proposed 
by the academic senate and was 
submitted by President Campbell 
to the Board of Regents with cer- 
tain modifications. The plan is a 
contributory annuity system, ac- 
cording to C. J. Struble. assistant 
comptroller. Under it the faculty 
is divided into two classes: those 
who were serving befere July 1, 
1919, and those employed after 
that date. 

Those of the first class may re- 
tire with the consent of the re- 
gents at the age of 65 years, with 
the customary allowance of two- 
thirds salary tor the last five years 
of service.

Resigning Arizona Official 
Accuses Gov. Hunt 
Stormy Interview Marked by 

Dismissal Plea 
Political Sequel Indicated in 
Tone of Letter 


URXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

PHOENIX, Aug. 18.—Immedi- 
ately after publication of an arti- 
cle by C. M. Zander, secretary of 
the State Board of Public Institu- 
tions, descriptive of “ideal and 
homelike conditions” at the Fort 
Grant State Industrial School, has 
come an attack on asserted im- 
moral conditions at the home, this 
a part of a letter of resignation 
addressed to Gov. Hunt by John 
M. Gruhl, who has been the 
school’s superintendent for the 
last month. Gruhl, a resident of 
Arizona since 1878, is a mechan- 
ical engineer and has been prom- 
inent in labor-union circles. 
In the resignation is the state- 
ment that the school is in a de- 
plorable condition, the writer de- 
claring: “I would not dare to send 
in the United States mail a true 
report of this, as it would cer- 
tainly be sending through the 
mails obscene matter.” He had 
urged dismissal of a number of 
employees, with especial mention 
of two women, this being met by 
the Governor with rage and with 
a threat to throw him out of the 
‘executive office. 


WOMEN MENTIONED 

The woman in charge of school- 
ing, Gruhl asserts, protested 
against the singing of “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee” in chapel, saying 
that she did not believe in God 
nor e Another feminine em- 
ployee, he concludes, “is on the 
pay roll because of the fact that 
she is an avowed Socialist, and 
that you think it is necessary to 
have her there to teach Socialism 
to the girls and boys of the 
school.” The women were said 
to have threatened to telephone 
George whenever a difference 
arose with the superintendent. 

The stormy interview with the

Phoenix after the Governor had 
advised the superintendent that the 
had been given a leave of absence 
until September 1.

The office of superintendent was 
held till last May by Thomas Pul- 
liam, who returned to his Flagstaff 
home, leaving the institution with- 
out a manager for several montha.

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—The gen- 
eral situation in dried fruits is 
about the same. Holders are 
strong and are careful about offer- 
ings, while buyers are not inclined 


to press orders, holding that at 
this stage it is unwise to load on 
crop estimates. 

Raisins continue to move under 
the impetus of a strong and steady 
demand from bakers and confec- 
tioners. The new 250-pound pack 
of the association is well taken and 
indications are that the coming 
season will show larger increases 
in the volume passing to those 
quarters. 

Apricots are in the same strong 
position they held last week, with 
most packers withdrawn and buy- 
ers uninterested at present quota- 
tions. 4 

There is little particularly new 
in the market for canned goods. 
Tomatoes are still unsettled. The 
majority of reports seem to indi- 
cate a positive shortage in the new 
pack. Wisconsin reports on peas 
indicate that, while the pack will 
not be up to expectations, it will 
be above normal years. New-pack 
receipts, while of good flavor, are 
not up to standard in color. 

Reports from the midsouthern 
section state that canners expect 
to- make full deliveries on some 
varieties. 

The balance of the list is un- 
changed, with late corn pack esti- 
mates making offerings scarce. 


FISH MARKET 

Reports on Alaska fish, which 
are indicative of a short pack, show 
nothing in the way of a break in 
the routine demand now in evi- 
dence. No large orders are noted 
yet the business passing seems to 
be normal. 

Reports from canners of tuna 
state that there is little additional 
white meat available. 

Buyers of canned fruits here are 
waiting until deliveries_are made 
on early contracts before making 
very vigorous efforts to secure ad- 
ditional stocks. With reports of 
active interest from other markets 
and probable shortages on account 
of the unusual fresh-fruit demand, 
here is every indication that the 
present firmness of holders will 
continue. 

Coffee today was subject to sud- 
den surprises. A strong position 
fu Brazil was sufficient to send the 
local market up 2 to 10 points at

When Shakespeare, more than 
300 years ago, gave to society his 
thought on the need of fire preven- 
tion— 
“A little fire is quickly trodden out, 
Which, being suffered, rivers cannot 

quench’’— 

our forefathers were diazing the 
way through what then appeared 
an inexhaustible abundance of na- 
ture’s gifts, apparently sufficient 
for the comfort and happiness of 
posterity. through many genera- 
tions to follow. This philosophy in 
a measure has proved true, and 
yet at such a cost, in human watt 
hours and created wealth wasted, 
as to be beyond computation. This 
then being true, an introspection 
might bring to light some of the 
things we are doing individually to 
stem the tide toward a bottomless 
abyss, likewise by turning the spot- 
light of inquiry toward society to 
know the details of its collective 
activities in that direction. 

When a sensible man suffers 
heavy financial loss he is easily 
persuaded to take practical pre- 
cautions toward preventing a repe- 
tition of such a disaster. Commu- 
nities, however, even though com- 
posed almost entirely of sensible 
people, too often fail to appreciate 
that a “stitch in time saves nine.“ 

Ask the average citizen what he 
thinks of the fire deparement in his 
town and almost invariably he will 
respond, Fine.“ Little does he 
know whether it is properly 
equipped, fully manned and ef- 
ficiently trained, yet this may be 
something to which he should give 
his immediate attention, since the 
absence, either in part or in whole, 
of thése things, will be found re- 
sponsible for the rate level paid for 
fire insurance indemnity.

Cotton also has its critical pe- 
riod three weeks in length. The 
second week began yesterday with 
a flurry of selling induced by the 
circulation of private reports in- 
dicating a crop all the way from 
12.275.090 to 18.340.000 bales and 


a condition ranging from 66.4 to 
69.6 per cent of normal. What 
the next two weeks bring in the 
way of weather and weevils will 
decide the correctness of these 
estimates. for in this period, ac- 
cording to the crop authorities. 
the size of the cotton belt's pro- 
duction will be definitely settled. 

Yesterday brought some rain in 
the drought areas of Northern 
Texas and Northern Louisiana. The 
precipitation was sufficient, as re- 
ported by several of the Southern 
cotton merchants, to relieve the 
tension-somewhat and further as- 
sist the growth of the crop in these 
districts. The newa was unfavor- 
able to the market and October 
futures fell 63 points to 25.55 and 
December the same amount to 
24.90 cents. The drought in these 


sections has been temperate enough 


to aid the ripening of the cotton 
but at the same time to discourace 
the activity of the boll weevil 
It was getting to the point, how- 
ever, where rain was needed if 
the crop was to survive the heat.

The next government crop re- 
port is due the 23rd inst. Be- 
tween July 14 and August 1, the 
crop improved 417,000 bales to 
a total of 12,351,000 as forecast 
by the Department of Agriculture 
The condition on August 1 was 
placed at 67.4 which compares with 
67.2 a year ago. Private authori- 
ties estimate that {ff the crop de- 
teriorated a normal amount in the 
first fifteen days of this month, 
the condition on the 15th inst., 
would have been about 63, indi- 
cating a crop of 12,600.00 bales.

DAILY TRADE TALK 


Business Marks Time With Cheerful Outlook; All 
Signs Point to Rising Tide of Prosperity.

The next fortnight represents the 
zero hour in the business calen- 
dar of the summer. It is a “be- 
twixt and between” period. It 
corresponds with the sere and mel- 
ancholy days pre Volstead which 
the poet so pathetically phrased 
as “a little too warm for whisky 
straight, and a little too cool for 
beer.“ 

The vacation period is still on 
in full blast; the reopening of 
school is far enough in the future 
to be of minimum effect upon 
trade; summer buying is finished 
and fall purchasing has not yet 
commenced in volume. In spite 
of these seasonal conditions there 
is nothing fundamentally wrong 
and from all sources comés the 
expressed conviction that within 
a few weeks there will be a 
marked revival of activity. Stocks 
are fairly low, and while ordering 
continues to be of the ‘“‘hand-to- 
mouth variety it is more inclu- 
sive and in larger volume than at 
any time in over a year. 

The bond market has been ac- 
tive and recent new financing has 
found a ready-made interest on 
the part of investors. Continued 
easy money is indicated by the 
downward trend of rediscount 
rate, and the large lending power 
of banks. Mentzer says that with 
cheap, plentiful money, there 16 
little sign of much stiffening, even 
during the crop movements. After 
the crops are marketed, money 
may be cheaper than now, de- 
spite business improvement.“

This does not suggest any violent 


advance in the general price level, 
but that the declining movement 
in commodity quotations has been 
checked and that the trend is 
again in the right direction. 


CROP SITUATION 

Prices of all deciduous fruits are 
higher this year than last, and 
it is possible, according to authori- 
ties, that growers will receive as 
great or greater money return 
than last year, despite short crops. 

Authorities estimate the 1924 
California grape crop to be about 
72 per cent of normal; with short- 
age distributed about evenly de- 
tween the three varieties—table, 
wine and raisin. Strongest demand 
is for wine grapes; yet other va- 
rieties are selling from $5 to 110 
per ton higher than last year and 
the price trend ig upward. 

The shortage of refrigerator 
ears, which hampered grape ship- 
ments in two previous years, has 
been overcome. It is reported the 
present car supply is the best in 
history, and that, wrth short crops 
and new equipment, the transpor- 
tation facilities are ample. 

Prices of Valencia oranges ad- 
vanced approximately 80 cents per 
box during the first week of An- 
gust. Out of a total crop exceed- 
ing 35,000 cars, ell but approxi- 
mately 6000 cars have deen 
shipped. 

Lemon prices increased doc per 
box on Augut 11, although quota- 
tions are still considerably lower 
than last, year. The crop approxi- 
mates 10,000 cars. It is estimated 
that about 2100 cars remain to be 
shipped, in addition to a proba- 
ble August yield of about 500 cars. 

There were two sharp advances 
in the price of grapefruit during 
the first week of August. More 
than 90 per cent of the crop has 
been shipped. 

Packers of canned fruit and veg- 
etables report prices firming all 
along the line, with two general 
advances since the opening June 
17. Light pack this year indicates 
little carry-over— in view of 
healthier demand throughout the 
country for all lines. 


HOPE FOR SIGNS 

Department store turnover is 
almost equal to the corresponding 
period last year although some- 
what stimulated by sales and 
price reductions. Collections are 
fair. Dralers in automobile parts 
and tires report a heavy volume 
of trade. Business rentals are 
firm considering the large number 
of new offices coming into the 
market by reason of building com- 
pletions. There are a few vacant 
store rooms in desirable localities, 
but there is excellent inquiry and 
this is inducing agents to main- 
tain prices. New homes at attrac- 
tive figures are still in demand. 
For the present the supply of flats 
and apartments appears to be a 
trie in excess of requirement re- 
sulting in somewhat lower prices 
for this class of accommodation. 
One reviewer summarizes in this 
fashion: 


“There has been ai favorable 
change of sentiment during the 
past month with increased activity 
in me lines New high price rec- 
ords for the year have been made 
in the securities markets and in 
some of the foreign exchanges, 
also in wheat, corn and hogs, and 
a firming tendency is noticed in 
copper and cotton. The general 
business trend which had been 
downward since February, appears 
to have reached the bottom in this 
movement, and such influences as 
cheap money, improved crop re- 
turns, and a better outlook in 
Europe have contributed to the 
present upturn.” 

Wherefore we may reasonably 
conclude that the signs of the 
moment give abundant ground for 
hopefulness. The preliminaries of 
interior trade expansion are un- 
mietakable. If the “unfilled order 
budget” is not rising in a spec- 
tacular way, at least its decrease 
has been abruptly checked. Pro- 
duction is visibly increasing 
though the inerease is as vet only 
gradual. The political horizon is 
seldom clear in August of a Presi- 
dential year, but there is certainly 
an absence of the acute apprehen- 
sion which has often marked this 
Stage of a campaign. Of the Euro- 
pean industria] situation our own 
reserve board is authority for the 
statement that this is already im- 
proving more rapidly than our 


own. 
“There remains that very remark- 
able underlying consideration, the

A DECLINING SPORT 


Bank robbery as a popular in- 
door sport is rapidly losing favor 
among our best informed and 
competent hold-up men, and the 
latest efforts to relieve big down- 
town financial institutions of a por- 
tion of their available surplus 
have proved so abortive that a 
steady decline in the industry may 
reasonably be expected. 

Most of the banks are now pro- 
tected, not only by every safety de- 
vice which has established its ef- 
ficacy, but by squads of two-gun 
men, who know how and when to 
make an automatic perform and 
who will not be backward in eluct- 
dating that knowledge for the bene- 
fit and to the disadvantage of all 
and sundry who feel that the world 
owes them a tiving via the hold-up 
route, 

At the Citizens National, where 
two recent attempts have resulted 
in the capture of the bandits, 
guards are selected from the ranger 


service, big two-fisted specimens 
from the “great open spaces,“ 
where “men are men,” and to 


whom the drilling of a few holes 
in the persons of would-be high- 
waymen is all in the day's work. 
Other banks have employed for- 
mer policemen, deputy sheriffs, 
northwestern police, service men 
and other go-getters.“ One lead- 
ing institution is considering in- 
stalling a small kennel of highly 
trained police dogs. 

All this is in addition to the 
many marvelous electrical devices, 
which connect every window with 
a central system and which usual- 
ly results in the arrest of the bandit 
while he is still negotiating his

BIG WORK 

A wonderful piece of engineering 
work was started a few days ago 
by Bert Brothers, Los Angeles 
contractors, preliminary to the 
building of the Exchequer Dam and 
Reservoir for the irrigation and 
hydroelectric power development of 
the Merced Irrigation 
which will bring under cultivation 
a new empire in the San Joaquin 
and marks one of the most impor- 
tant progressive steps in land re- 
demption undertaken in California 
for some. time. 

Another work which will go for- 
ward simultaneously with the con- 
struction of the dam and reservoir 
is the relocating of seventeen miles 
of the present trackage of the Yo- 
semite Valley Railroad, which op- 
erates between the city of Merced 
and El Portal, the entrance to the 
Yosemite. Work upon this con- 
tract was commenced yesterday by 


F. Rolandi, a San Francisco con- 


tractor, and involves the expend- 
iture of $2,807,000. 

It is necessary to remove this 
much of the railroad to higher 
ground in order to clear the valley 
for a portion of the great lake of 
impounded water which will be 
held in check for the scientific use 
of man in the development of the 
new irrigation district. The en- 
tire program involves an ex- 
penditure of $15,000,000, for which 
bonds have been authorized. 

The Yosemite Valley Ratlroad, 
which follows the course of the 
Merced River, was one of the 
chfef obstacles to the bullding of 
the dam and reservoir. Negotia- 
tions extending over a long period 
between the Merced Irrigation Dis- 
trict and the officials of the rall- 
road finally resulted in an agree- 
mrent whereby the district pays 
the cost of relocating the road on 
higher ground, together with 
liquidated damages in the sum of 
$363,000 to cover additional costs 
of operation. 


PURCHASING POWER 

The Credit Clearinghouse weekly 
report shows an increase of pur- 
chasing, equal to 2.8 per cent, for 
the country as a whole. This in-

CON DI TIONS 
Retail Sales on Level With 
Lest Mouth; Ford Making 
Accessories 


Retail sales of automobiles are 


on a level with last month in most 


parts of the country, according to 
the weekly survey made by Motor, 


an automotive business paper re- 


leased yesterday, but in the wheat- 
raising sections of the Middle West. 
especially, Kansas, they are consid- 
erably better. Recent crop esti- 
mates indicate that agricultural 


managers are followihg the situa- 
tion closely so they fan concen- 
trate on districts which hold out 
most promise, 

Production in August will be 
somewhat higher than in July but 
it will be well under August of 
last year. Conservative schedules 
are being followed because manu- 
facturers have no intention of 
building up another surplus and 
stocks are larger than they were 
at this time in 1923. It is evident 
that conditions in that, respect 
are rapidly improving, however, 
because several new models will 
be announced in the next two 
weeks. None of them embodies 
especially radical changes but most 
of the new lines will be somewhat 
higher priced to absorb increased 
production costs. 

Indications are that retail sales of 
parts and accessories for the year 
will fall but little below the 1923 
volume although original equip- 
ment business will be considerably 
less. Demand for tires is unexpect- 
edly large and the factories have 
been compelled to speed up 
operations. 

One interesting announcement in 
respect to accessories is that Ford 
has begun to manufacture wind- 
shield wipers, dash lights and mir- 


District,frers as standard“ equipment for 


Ford cars. His dealers will hot be 
expected to handle other lines. His 
incursion into this field naturally 
will result in some readjustments 
by manufacturers who previously 
have cultivated it. 

The deliveries of General Mo- 
tors cars by dealers to ultimate 
consumers in July totaled 65,774 
cars and trucks, compared with 
63,209 in the same month a year 
ago; and further with 66,146 in 
June this year. From January 1 
to the end of July 435,366 General 
Motors cars and trucks were deliv- 
ered to ultimate users, compared 
with 472,194 in the same period 
— year, a decrease of 7.7 per 
cent.

MORE LIQUIDATION IN 
COTTON CONTRACTS 


{(FECLOSIVE DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18. — The 
decline in the cotton market con- 
tinued today following a steady 
opening. Although technically in a 
stronger position after the recent 
heavy selling, the list suffered a 
further loss of 40 to 65 points in 
early trading and this was extend- 
ed to 60 to 80 points by midafter- 
noon. Western interests and Wall 
street longs again confirmed the 
rumor they were in a precarious 
position when they liquidated 
heavily. After displaying but feeble 
resistance to bear attacks, the mar- 
ket in the last hour came back 
15 to 20 points from its low but 
final prices were 45 to 57 points 
under Saturday's closing. 

Spot cotton closed 60 points net 
lower at 28.10 centa.

A bargain in dogs—dogs with a 
history—soon will be available in 
Los Angeles, it was ‘indicated yes- 
terday by Albert A. Mors. 

“Value purely nominal’ was the 
appraisal put on them by Mors on 
the witness stand in Probate Court 
yesterday.

Apartments. And now Kid McCoy, 
pugilist, ie under arrest facing a 
fight to save himself from figuring 
in still another tragedy, traceable 
back to these dogs, “value purely 
nominal.” 

The Mors said he didn’t 
know whether there are twelve or 
fourteen of them and gave the im- 
pression he did not care much— 
were not held in any such light re- 
gard by Mrs. Mors. She, according 
to Mors's statement in his divorce 
complaint filed several months ago, 
preferred them to her husband and 
plainly stated #0. It was over these 
pets of Mrs, Mors's—dogs of do- 


mestic war—that the Morses split

Kid McCoy became a prominent} 


factor some time previous to 
Mors's divoroe trial and the subse- 
quent tragedy.

There is another dog, too—e 
highly bred German police dog 
which has more value in Mors’s 
eyes. It is worth about $2000, he 
told Judge Willis yesterday during 
the proceedings which resulted in 
his appointment as administrator 
of his wife's estate.

G THE FORK 

It is now nearly 300 years since the 
Britons learned to spear their peas with a 
fork and now the citizens of the empire 
purpose to have a formal celebration of 
that impressive anniversary. Wven in the 
Gays of Shakespeare the Englishmen were 
strangers to this important culinary tool. 
The ponderous Falstaff had te do all his 
trencher work with knife and fingers. There 
were no table forks in all England until a 
dozen years after the courtly Raleigh had 
passed away. That graceful and gallant 
warrior had to dig all the choice bits of 
venison out of the gravy with bis knife or 
else use his thumb. The table manners of 
the days of chivalry must have been rather 
broad. Both hands were used in the por- 
terhouse clinch and every few minutes the 
banqueters would wipe their fins on their 
hair or on the next lady's doublet. Knights 
wandered around in metal clothing that 
was airtight. They never took a bath un- 
less they chanced to fall into the ocean. 
They rubbed their carcasses with berga- 
mont and bear's grease to make themselves 
' endurable to their own beaks. To such the 
fork became a wonderful agency of refine 
ment. As it came into use the Manners and 
morals of the world began to improve. As 
people grew more cleanly and fastidious in 
their dining, so were these graces reflected 
in their lives. The fork has been a won- 
dertul agency in advancing the standards 
of civilization and its tercentennial may 
properly be observed. Victories in the field 
may have been won by the sword, but the 
triumphs of diplomacy have been garnered 
ever a white cloth with a fork. 
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DAWES PLAN WINS 
Latest dispatches from the European 
capitals are to the effect that compromises 
acceptable to the different governments 
have been agreed upon which will permit 


Dawes plan to be carried into effect. Al- 
though the Ruhr occupation was not in- 
cluded in the agenda for the conference at 
London, it was about this question that the 
greatest controversy raged. 

The diplomats were unable to reach any 
agreement which would lead to the evacua- 
tion of the Ruhr by the French troops; yet 
it was apparent to all who gave the ques- 
tion even a casual consideration that there 
could be no reparation payments from Ger- 
many and no security for German loans so 
long as the French insisted that they pos- 
sessed the right to invade Germany when- 
ever and wherever they desired. 


until the international bankers bluntly in- 
formed the diplomats that there would be 
no American loan until securities were of- 
fered acceptable to American investors. In 


“ithe end it was the banking group that 


brought the diplomats to an agreement. 
The politicians made wry faces over it, but 
they accepted, and a protocol was signed 
Saturday putting the Dawes plan into op- 
ration. 
France has agreed to begin the with- 
drawal of her military forces from Germany 
at once and to complete the evacuation 
within a year. Still more important, the 
French represent@tives have promised that 
France will not again act independently to 
enforce German reparation payments. That 
question is to be regulated by the League 
of Nations. This is an important repudia- 


cy of Poincare and the militarists of France. 
When it was proposed eighteen months ago 
to refer the question of separate action to 
the League of Nations Poincare gave the 
ultimatum that France would respond by 
withdra from the League. 

AS an tern exchange aptly remarks, 
“It is apparent that how much France gets 
out of Germany will depend upon how soon 
she gets out.” 

Just at present Gen. Dawes is regarded 
in Europe as one of the leading statesmen 
and economists of his generation. It is con- 
ceded that he accomplished the seeming 
impossible. Conferences after conferences 
have dragged along for five weary, desolate 
years and nothing came df them. Other 
experts had attempted to arrive at an eco- 


nomie solution and failed. 


Government after government fell in En- 
gland, France and Germany because it 
failed to solve the reparations problem. 
When every hope seemed dead Gen. Dawes

It was 
a victory for economists over politicians. 

Gen. Dawes’s name will go down in the 
history of Europe as a great statesman, 
greater perhaps than Wilson; for Dawes 
succeeded where Wilson and his associates 
failed. It is the man who wins that re- 
ceives the encomiums from posterity. 
Dawes will be remembered for what he did, 
Wilson for what he tried to do. But the 
American people will remember that the 
idealism of President Wilson paved the 
way for the acceptance of the Dawes plan; 
and, when the last chapter ig written, there 
will be glory enough for both. 

When the Senate assembles next year 
there will be considerations of additional 
legislation to enable this country to co- 
operate further in the reconstruction of Eu- 
rope. It presages well that the Gen. Dawes, 
who took the leading part in the solution 
of the reparations problem, is likely to be 
the president of that body. The prestige 
of his success will cause the Buropean gov- 
ernments to take confidence in America's 
counsel, to follow America’s lead. 

The President has promised to call a new 
international conference when the Dawes 
plan is once adopted and that conferences 
will doubtless negotiate treaties which the 
Senate will be called upon to ratify. Cool- 
idge and Dawes will command the conf- 
dence and respect of all the Buropean chan- 
cellories; and it is lack of confidence, to the 
present, that hag kept Europe in the depths 
since the armistice.

Bolshevism is doomed, says an American 
observer writing from Berlin. Since the 
famous economic retreat announced by Le- 
nin with amazing frankness there has been 
no Bolshevism in Russia. Of course, the 
theorists of the Third Internationale have 
never abandoned Marxian Socialism, but 
what has been in vogue in Russia during 
the past two years is a form of state So- 
‘cialism to be utilized as a transitory period 
to pure Communism. Pure Communism, as 
practically all schools of Socialism agree, 
cannot be tried out save on an international 
basis. Were Russia a self-sustaining, pro- 
gressive, agricultural and industrial coun- 
try that could dispense with all relations 
with other nations the Red leaders would 
probably seriously try Bolshevism by con- 
sidering their country a sort of micro- 
cosm. The revolutionary government has 
kept itself standing now for seven years. 
If Bolsheviem is doomed it must be by the 
decision of the leaders themselves. No out- 
siders are laying down the law to Russia. 
Revolutions are like mighty torrents. They 
cause rivers to overflow their banks. Yet 
later the rivers recede to their own borders. 
Under the knout since Burik and Ivan the 
Terrible, it will take the Muscovites a few 
more years to find their level.

County Emergency Measure 


Order Will Hold While Dry 
Condition Prevail 


All Unincorporated 


Affected at Once 


An emergency measure, outlaw- 
ing both smoking and hunting in 
the forest and brush lands of Los 
[Angeles county outside of incorpo- 
rated cities, was adopted yesterday 
by the Board of Supervisors. The 
new ordinance, which goes into 
effect immediately, represents the 
most severe step yet taken in the 
battle against forest fires. 

Smoking of tobacco in any form 
is expressly forbidden in the pro- 

bed areas by the ordinance un- 
der penalties of a $500 fine, six 
months’ im nment in the Coun- 
ty Jail, or th. Similar penalties 
are provided for those firing revol- 
vers, rifles or any other firearms 
in these districts. Only the own-. 
ers of land in these areas are ex- 
cepted in the ordinance. They can 
smoke and hunt at will on their 
own land. | 

Enforcement of the new ordi- 
nance will be left to the County 
Fire Warden and members of the 
board stated that every possible 
effort to force observance of the 
new ruling will be made,

Police Judge Sheldon Tells 
of Big Work Done 


No Mercy for the Hardened 
Bootlegger There 
Not a Single Reversal in 
Thousands of Cases 
The following 8 account 
of his work as presiding magistrate 
of the city’s “Wright Act court,” 
where illicit liquor cases are tried, 
one of the most important of the 


lower courts, is given by Police 


Judge Caryl M. Sheldon, candidate 
for the office of District Attorney at 
next Tuesday's primaries. 

BY JUDGE CARYL M. SHELDON 


Many people never see the in- 
side of a police courtroom, and, of 
course, have no conception of the 
vast amount of legal business trans- 
acted there. 

n after my election I was as- 
signed to- Untversity Police Court, 
where all violations of the Wright 
Act are tried, unless a jury trial 
is demanded, in which event the 
case is transferred to the jury de- 
partment. Not only are all of the 
liquor violations tried in this 
court, but an array of general po- 
lice work is also done, 

When I was elected to the bench 
it was my determination to try ev- 
ery case on its merits. This I 
have endeavored to do in every in- 
stance, regardless of the conse- 
quences in a political way. I have 
at all times kept firmly in mind 
the economic effect and conditions 
surrounding each particular case. 


FROM EVERY WALK 
People brought into court 
charged with violating the Vol- 
stead law, enforced in California 
by the Wright Act, come from al- 
ost every station in life. We 
ve the professional bootl er: 
the man or woman who has illicit 
liquor in the home; the man with 
a flask in his pocket; the hard-ci- 
der merchant; the Italian with a 
government permit to manufacture 
200 gallons of grape juice that has 
turned to wine, and many others. 
Each case must receive individ- 
ual consideration. While endeav- 
oring to dispense justice, I have 
tried not to be unjust, and unless 
careful attention is given these 
matters an ifijustice can be done. 
The professional bootlegger needs 
no consideration and receives none. 
If the evidence is sufficient. he is 
pronounced ilty and a sentence 
adequate under the law is imposed. 
No economic good can come from 
leniency shown a man or woman 
who manufacture or sells bootleg 
liquor. 
FINE OFTEN SUFFICES 
The Italian or foreigners who, 
laboring under the impression that 
the Federal permit for fruit juice 
permits him to keep it after it has 
become alcoholic, has 


from $80 to $150, with the alter- 
native of a short jail sentence. 
The man with a bottle in his 
ocket receives a fine of from 380 
to $150. The man with liquor at 
home, if circumstances and facts 
show that it was for personal use 
only, is fined from $890 to $150, but 
if it is for a “party” or a large 
quantity is found the fine and jail 
sentence are increased accordingly. 

The man who is caught manu- 
facturing whisky or jackass bran- 
dy is assessed from $500 to $1000 
for the first offense and usually 
gets from ninety to 360 days in 
jail on a second offense. 


PRESSURE RESISTED 

I believe every man, woman and 
child is entitled to a just and fair 
trial, and I have never allowed 
myself to find a defendant guilty 
where there was a reasonable 
doubt existing. Pressure is often 
brought to bear both for and 
against a defendant. I cannot, in 
justice to my oath of office or my 
self-respect, allow either side to 
influence me. The poor man and 
the rich stand side by side and 
partiality is shown. * 

I believe every defendant is en- 
titled to a jury trial if he desires 
it. I have never increased a de- 
fendant’s bail because he demand- 
ed a jury trial Why should I 


stitutional rights? 


NO JUDGMENTS REVERSED 
Many defendants come into 
court represented by high-priced 
legal talent, men who know how 
to take advantage of every legal 
loophole and missing link in the 
chain of evidence. It is the duty 
of the court to listen to the evi- 
dence and pass judgment accord- 
ingly. My judgment has not met 
with their approval in all in- 
stances, and the cases were ap- 
peated to a higher court. No judg- 
ments have been reversed, 
Justice without mercy is not 
justice, and where mercy is appli- 
cable I have always tried to tem- 
per justice with it. Young men 


and women who in their thought- 


lessness violate a law can be 
taught a lesson and be better for 
the experience of too severe «4 
punishment is not inflicted. 


PREVENTION BETTER 

From twenty to fifty cases and 
often double that number of cases 
are disposed of daily, and thous- 
ands of dollars in fines have been 
collected in this court each month. 
But a police court, or in fact any 
court, should not be operated with 
the idea of seeing how many dol- 
lars in fines can be collected or 
how many people can be con- 
victed. 

But for the purpose of seeing 
that justice is done to society and 
the defendant, equally and impar- 
tially, and at all times keeping in 
mind it is far better to prevent 
than to punish crime, by maintain- 
ing respect for the courts in the 
minds of the people, we will cre- 
ate respect for what the courts 
represent. namely, the law. |.

Officials Express Belief All 
Will be Satisfied 
(Continued from First Page) 
vigorously attacked the company’s 
plan for establishing exchange 
areas at Montebello, Culver City 
and Beverly Hills. Such a plan, 
he declared, would work an undue 
hardship on industries in these 
sections. As an example he cited 
the new 6000-acre industrial tract 
opened up by the Unton Pacific at 
Montebello. In this distric he 
said, the company would enforce 
a 10-cent toll for calls to and from 

this city. 

Such phene rates, he asserted, 
would prove disastrious and would 
prevent industries from settling 
in the new district though it was 
an ideal spot for them. The in- 
dustries there would be isolated 
and therefore discriminated against 
in favor of industries located 
closer in, he declared. 

Richard Sachse, consulting en- 
gineer retained by the telephone 
company, reported on the relation- 
ship between the local concern and 

In hie statement Mr. Shaw de- 
clared that the company was not 
fighting any of the industries here, 
and had no intention of doing 80. 
It is the company’s avowed inten- 
tion of playing its proper part in 
the upbullding of metropolitan Los 
Angeles, and it has no intention 
of divorcing industries in outlying 
sections from others located closer 
in 


PLAN IS PRACTICAL 

The proposal to be submitted by 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. He was on the 
stand virtually all day yesterday 
and was quizzed at length in re- 
gard to the report he submitted 
to the commission at its last hear- 
ing here. 

He stated that the local com- 
pany, under its contract with the 
American company, is required 
to pay the latter concern 4% per 
cent of its gross revenue annually 
in return for which the parent 
concern does much of the local 
company’s work without additional 
com pensation.

Sachse also explained that the 
local company’s supply contract 
with the Western Electric Company 
is only used to the advantage of 
the Southern California Telephone 
Company. Supplies are purchased 
on the open market at any time, 
he said, if a better price can be 
obtained. 

T. G. Hughes, special account- 
ant retained by the Railroad Com- 
mission to make an audit of the 
telephone company's books, said 
the examination revealed that the 
company has sustained a 16,129, 
719 loss since it was orgarized in 
1917. Last year the company’s 
deficit amounted to $2,847,000, he 
said. 

The hearing will be continned at 
10 a.m. today. Testimony intended 
to determine what revenue the 
company is entitled to receive for 
the service rendered in the future 
is expected to be presented at this 
time. The commission announced 
yesterday that it would not con- 
sider until tomorrow afternoon the 
question of exchange areas and 
the proposed rate and meter 
schedule. 

President Lacy. of the Chamber 
of Commerce issued a statement 
late yesterday that the entire board 
of directors of the chamber will 
be present at the informal hear- 
ing called for this noon when the 
company will present its promised 
solution to the telephone problem. 
Invitation to the meeting have 
been extended to all participants in 
the telephone hearings before the 
commission, he said.
